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1 . THE ROLE OF THE AMERICAN CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY 
(CIA) RECEIVED PUBLIC ATTENTION ON AT LEAST TWO ERONTS IN 
SWEDEN THIS WEEK. THE EIRST QUESTION PUT TO PRIME 
MINISTER PALME DURING A MEETING WITH 37 AMERICAN FIELD 
SERVICE STUDENTS (MOST OF THEM AMERICANS) ON JAN 30 WAS 
WHETHER THE PRIME MINISTER HAS HAD ANY CONTACT WITH THE CIA. 
ACCORDING TO AFTONBLADET ACCOUNT, THE ONLY PAPER TO CARRY 
STORY, PALME LAUGHED AND TOLD QUESTIONER (BOB SHARMAN FROM 
SAN FRANCISCO) THAT MANY YEARS AGO HE HAD MADE A STUDY TRIP 
TO ASIA FINANCED BY AN AMERICAN FOUNDATION. LATER, PALME SAID, 
HE LEARNED THAT THE FOUNDATION HAD CONNECTIONS WITH THE CIA, 
AND ADDED "I'M AFRAID THAT TODAY THEY FEEL I WAS A POOR 
INVESTMENT*" THE YOUTH THEN ASKED IF THE CIA WERE ACTIVE 
IN SWEDEN, TO WHICH PALME REPLIED, "THEY ARE HERE, NO DOUBT, 
BUT ON A SMALL SCALE." 
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2. THE SAME DAY, SWEDISH TELEVISION PRESENTED AN INTER- 
VIEW WITH PHILIP AGEE, AUTHOR OF THE RECENTLY PUBLISHED 
"INSIDE THE COMPANY: CIA DIARY." AGEE DESCRIBED HIS WORK 
WITH CIA EROM 1957-68, MOSTLY IN LATIN AMERICA. MUCH OF 
THE INTERVIEW CONCENTRATED ON THE ALLEGED "ILLEGAL 
ACTIVITIES" CARRIED OUT BY CIA IN ECUADOR, MEXICO, AND 
URUGUAY, INCLUDING TELEPHONE TAPPING, BRIBERY, THE CREA- 
TION OE EALSE DOCUMENTS, ETC. ALTHOUGH CONFESSING THAT 
HE HAD RELATIVELY LITTLE EXPERIENCE WITH CIA'S EUROPEAN 
OPERATIONS, AGREE SAID HE COULD EXTRAPOLATE THAT SIMILAR 
ACTIVITIES WERE CARRIED ON IN EUROPE. IN RESPONSE TO A 
QUESTION, AGEE SAID THE CIA WOULD NOT HESTITATE TO RESORT 
TO MURDER IE NECESSARY. PRESSED BY THE INTERVIEWER TO 
TALK ABOUT CIA OPERATIONS IN SWEDEN, AGEE IDENTIEIED 
TWO PERSONS AS CONNECTED WITH CIA, WALTER JACK KAUEEMAN 
(WHOM HE IDENTIFIED AS A EORMER CIA STATION CHIEE) AND 
JACK KINDSCHI. THE BASIC MOTIVATION EOR CIA OPERATIONS, 

AGEE ASSERTED, WERE THE ADVANCEMENT OE US ECONOMIC 
INTEREST. 

3. AGEE'S INTERVIEW WAS EOLLOWED BY A BRIBE INTERVIEW 
WITH EORMER EMPLOYEE OE SWEDISH INTELLIGENCE SERVICE 
IB HAKAN ISACSON, WHO TALKED ABOUT IB COOPERATION WITH 
THE CIA "THROUGH A CONTACT MAN IN THE US EMBASSY." 

IN CONTRAST TO AGEE, ISACSON WAS GUARDED IN HIS COMMENTS. 
HE SAID MAIN EEEORTS OE CIA IN SWEDEN WERE DIRECTED AT 
EOREIGN EMBASSIES, PARTICULARLY SOVIET EMBASSY. ASKED IE CIA 
WERE INVOLVED WITH SWEDISH LABOR MOVEMENT, ISACSON 
REPLIED THAT HE WOULD BE SURPRISED IF IT WERE NOT.
